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FoodPort 
to engage 
regional 
farmers

How to bring farmers 
together with potential 
customers at the West 
Louisville FoodPort 
served as the main topic 
of discussion at a May 
12 meeting of City of 
Louisville, representatives 
of Seed Capital Kentucky, 
the Berry Center and 
county officials from the 
region held at the Locker 
in New Castle. 

Louisville Mayor Greg 
Fischer appeared to intro¬ 
duce Steven Reily and 
Caroline Heine, both of 
Seed Capital Kentucky, to 
provide information about 
the potential $50 million- 
plus investment on 24 
acres in West Louisville, 
designed to aggregate 
several kinds of agricul¬ 
tural-based businesses to 
“gain scale and efficiency” 
in expanding markets for 
local foods. 

FoodPort organizers 
envision their economic 
and community develop¬ 
ment effort as a place 
where farmers from the 
region can bring their 
products and sell them 
to a variety of businesses, 
whether to a processor, 
distributor or even to a 
bio-digester where the 
organic matter would be 
converted to methane gas 
and create power. 

Interest in food and 
bourbon are two attrac¬ 
tions that bring people 
into Louisville and sup¬ 
port businesses and create 
commerce, Fischer said. 

“We have an interest in 
trying to produce a sup¬ 
ply of locally grown food 
that was grown profit¬ 
ably by farmers,” he said. 
“So the West Louisville 
FoodPort is an attempt 
to bring these problems 
together and solve them, 
grow jobs in surround¬ 
ing counties around 
Louisville, the farm com¬ 
munities. ... grow jobs in 
West Louisville and meet 
the $300 million to $500 
million or so in unmet 
demand for locally grown 
food.” 

While big institutions 
can’t get the supply they 
need, it’s also hard for 
a small farmer to grow 
enough, so everybody has 
to work together to solve 
these problems, he said. 

Named FoodPort 
to reflect two other 
Louisville economic 
development projects, the 
airport expansion called 
UPS Worldport and the 
Riverport industrial park, 
Reily said the agricultural 
effort differs from a “food 
hub” in that a hub refers 
to only one business,

One little girl’s idea turns into class project

W hen second-grader Bella 
Coffee arrived at school 
Friday, she had beautiful, 
shoulder-length brown 
hair. By the end of the day, she was bald. 
And she wasn’t the only one. 

Bella was one of 18 Eminence stu¬ 
dents who chose to either shave their 
heads or cut their hair to donate as part 
of a fundraising program called Clips for 
Kids, which benefits Kosair Children’s 
Hospital and families fighting pediatric 
cancer. 

Bella, a Kosair Kid and cancer survivor, 
decided to shave her head to show sup¬ 
port for other kids with cancer, an idea 
her parents supported. 

“Then I found out I could shave my 
head and I could raise money, too,” 

Bella said. 

And team Bella’s Blessings was born. 
Just 75 days ago, Bella set a goal of rais¬ 
ing $3,000 to help kids fighting cancer. 
As she began to ask for donations at 
school, other classmates asked if they 
could join her team. Soon the entire 
second-grade class was involved, and it

Dispute 
holds 
up fines

Although Steve Edward McFarland 
came prepared to pay his final court 
costs, fees and restitution, disputes 
about how much he actually owes 
kept the cash in his pocket. 

In February, McFarland pleaded 
guilty to four counts of first degree 
trafficking in a controlled substance, 
methadone, one count of second 
degree trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance, Buprenorphine and one count 
possession of a defaced firearm. 

McFarland, who was 72 at the time 
of his arrest in the summer of 2012, 
sold methadone, a schedule II narcot¬ 
ic, to a confidential informant three 
times according to his indictment. 

The informant told police McFarland 
traveled to Cincinnati, where he pur¬ 
chased numerous methadone pills. 
State police conducted three con-

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Eminence plans for the future with 2016 budget

Eminence’s 2015- 
2016 proposed budget 
includes earmarking 
funds for future improve¬ 
ments to Coach D Park 
and beginning to save 
funds for the eventual 
purchase of a firetruck, 
according to discussion 
at the May 11 council 
meeting. 

Mayor Drane Stephens 
discussed these items 
in his budget message, 
which projects about 
$1.7 million in revenue 
in the general fund with 
approximately $1.34 mil¬ 
lion in expenses, leaving 
an estimated balance of 
$377,392. 

While the city awaits 
word on whether it will 
receive grants to help 
with upgrades to the 
park, the budget includes 
a total of $120,000 to 
fund those proposed 
improvements, according 
to the budget message. 
Of that, $61,902 comes 
from local funds. 

“The grant project 
includes the installation 
of a splash pad, renova¬ 
tion of the existing bath¬ 
house and renovation 
of the existing tennis 
court,” the budget mes¬ 
sage spelled out. 

City officials dedicated 


about $10,000 to nor¬ 
mal park expenditures, 
with maintenance and 
utility costs projected at 
$16,930, according to 
the document. 

Along with hosting 
Eminence Day during 
August, the proposal 
includes $885 to fund 
DJ in the Park, seen as 
kind of a kickoff to the 
new school year in the 
fall. 

“The renovations at 
the park and the activi¬ 
ties we are providing 
continue to be a way to 
provide low-cost enter¬ 
tainment for struggling 
families and allow us to 
give something extra to 
our citizens above and 
beyond the basic servic¬ 
es,” the budget message 
said. 

Other capital improve¬ 
ment projects listed in 
the budget proposal 
include buying a replace¬ 
ment police vehicle, 
replacing firefighter hel¬ 
mets and air packs, build¬ 
ing the firetruck reserve 
fund, installing a security 
system at City Hall, pay¬ 
ing $18,000 for a new 
fire command vehicle, 
buying some new street 
decorations and holding 
community events. 

It’s important for the 
fire committee to begin 
saving up for a new 
firetruck, Council mem¬ 


ber Danny Meadows 
said. He didn’t specify 
when he thought the 
city would need a new 
firetruck in the future. 
Meadows added if the 
elected officials act now 
to build a fund, then a 
future city council won’t 
find it such a burden to 
buy a firetruck in the 
future. 

“I’d like to ask you 
guys to be thinking 
about it — we need 
to put back at least 
$20,000 to $25,000 a 
year for a fund for a fire 
truck, because they cost 
$450,000 to $500,000,” 
he said 

In terms of contribu¬ 
tions to outside organiza¬ 
tions, the council mem¬ 
bers decided to continue 
a $5,000 appropriation 
to the regional economic 
development effort called 
Kentucky Connected. 
Similarly, the budget 
contains $5,000 for 911 
services. 

Stephens asked for¬ 
mer mayor Doug Bates 
to give his input to the 
council on whether con¬ 
tinuing with the regional 
economic development 
group is worth it. 

Economic develop¬ 
ment is not an inexpen¬ 
sive process, and yet 
the city participates in 
the six-county regional 
group’s efforts without 


having to pay a huge 
amount, Bates noted. 

“To have someone 
who has some expertise 
and try to put forward 
a good effort to attract 
businesses is not as easy 
as it sounds,” Bates said. 
“You just don’t ask them 
to come and they come.” 

Kentucky Connected, 
through its director, 

Steve Dale, responds 
to inquiries from busi¬ 
nesses, helped develop 
the Kentucky Connected 
website and helped 
Henry County achieve a 
Work Ready In Progress 
status with the state, 
according to information 
from the Henry County 
Economic Council that 
Bates handed out. 

New businesses want 
shovel-ready properties, 
but they don’t come and 
look until after searching 
on the Internet to see if 
it has the amenities they 
need, Bates said. Much 
of the economic develop¬ 
ment research the com¬ 
panies do takes place on 
the Internet. 

Where five counties 
along the Interstate 71 
corridor collaborate to 
promote this region, 
some counties go on 
their own and pay the 
whole bill of an econom¬ 
ic development director. 
Bates said $5,000 is a 
token amount in com¬ 


parison. 

“It’s a small amount of 
money,” he said. “If you 
get anything at all, it’s 
not going to take any¬ 
thing to make that back 
for the city with taxes 
and jobs.” 

Moving on to the 
revenue under the pro¬ 
posal for next year, the 
budget message recom¬ 
mended that city officials 
should consider using the 
allowed 4 percent prop¬ 
erty tax increase. 

Under city utilities, 
the budget proposal 
estimated revenue of 
approximately $ 1.47 
million and expenses of 
$1.36 million, making 
an estimated balance of 
$104,640. 

One place in the 
utilities budget that saw a 
significant increase was in 
energy costs at the sew¬ 
age treatment plant after 
recent renovations to the 
facility. Stephens said that 
news the electricity costs 
could go up so much was 
a shocker. 

“One area which I 
had to increase substan¬ 
tially, by $24,200, is in 
the electricity costs at 
the sewer plant,” he said 
in the budget message. 
“The total budgeted for 
this expense is $94,200.” 

Stephens emphasized 
the importance of find¬ 
ing ways to cut down on 


that expense. 

“This is not what we 
were planning on at all 
— for the sewer plant to 
use so much more elec¬ 
tricity,” he said. “It made 
me sick to my stomach 
that it’s $24,000 more 
on electricity.” 

For another ongo¬ 
ing water department 
project, Eminence may 
get some assistance in 
changing to auto-read 
water meters from the 
city of Bards town, which 
bought too many meters 
for a project and are 
willing to sell the excess 
meters at a reduced cost, 
the city council dis¬ 
cussed, Stephens said. 

He has asked 
Bards town officials to 
send a meter over so city 
crews can see if it will 
meet the requirements 
here. 

A project to upgrade 
a water tank at a cost 
of $240,000 has been 
scheduled to begin soon 
after the new fiscal year 
starts. 

Council members 
held the first reading of 
the budget, and then 
Stephens encouraged 
them to study it during 
the next month before 
the second reading. 

“This is the most 
important thing we do as 
elected officials,” he said.

As team members of Bella's Blessings filed into the gym to take their seats for their haircuts and 
shaves, the entire school applauded for them. 


One by one, hair styl¬ 
ists from Brenda’s Beauty 
Shop prepared students 
for their clip or shave. 
Althea Coffee, Bella’s 
mom, Bella’s Blessings 
team member and 
teacher at EIS, encour¬ 
aged those gathered 
to guess whether the 
student would be cut¬ 
ting their hair or shaving 
their head. After each 
announcement, Althea 
also shared that student’s 
total money raised. There 
was an audible gasp 
when Bella announced 
she would be shaving her 
head, then loud applause 
when Althea revealed 


that Bella had collected 
over $3,600. 

Both Althea and Thom 
Coffee, Bella’s parents, 
were a little worried that 
their daughter might be 
the target of negative 
attention or teasing after 
she shaved her head, but 
Althea had something 
to say about that at the 
assembly. 

“As a mother, if I can 
teach my daughter at 
this young age that it’s 
not about her looks, it’s 
about her heart, then 
that’s amazing” Althea 
said. “It’s going to take 
a long time for Bella 
and the other students 


to grow their hair out, 
but is that what makes 
her beautiful? No. It’s 
her heart that makes her 
beautiful.”

It may not be the 
official start of the 
season, but for most 
of us, the upcoming 
three-day weekend is 
when summer arrives. 

This time is about 
much more than that, 
of course. More 
importantly, it’s when 
our nation pays trib¬ 
ute to those who died 
defending our country. 

That list now has 
more than 1.2 mil¬ 
lion names, about half 
of which were added 
during the four years 
of the Civil War. 

Memorial Day 
began in the wake 
of that conflict, and 
while about two dozen 
towns claim to be its 
birthplace, Congress 
declared in the 1960s 
that its original home 
is Waterloo, N.Y. 

There is no doubt 
about the location of 
the first national cere-

mony, which occurred 
in 1868 at what was 
Confederate General 
Robert E. Lee’s estate 
before the war and 
Arlington National 
Cemetery thereafter. 

In his order calling 
for the decoration of 
the soldiers’ graves, 
Union General John 
Logan wrote that our 
nation should always 
strive to make sure 
we never forget, “as 
a people, the cost of 
a free and undivided 
republic.” 


Nearly a century 
later, another general 

- Douglas MacArthur 

- told a group of West 
Point cadets what 
drives those willing to 
serve even at risk to 
their own lives. 

“Duty, honor, coun¬ 
try,” he said. “Those 
three hallowed words 
reverently dictate what 
you ought to be, what 
you can be, what you 
will be. They are your 
rallying points: to 
build courage when 
courage seems to fail; 
to regain faith when 
there seems to be little 
cause for faith; to cre¬ 
ate hope when hope 
becomes forlorn.” 

No words better 
describe the men and 
women who serve in 
uniform. They find 
courage, faith, and 
hope when it seems 
there are none. 

Kentuckians under¬ 


stand this better than 
most. One in 10 
Kentucky adults is 
a veteran, and Lort 
Knox, Lort Campbell, 
the Kentucky National 
Guard and those in 
the Reserves have long 
played integral roles in 
our country’s defense. 
Consider the War of 
1812, which saw more 
Kentuckians die in 
battle than every other 
state’s casualties com¬ 
bined. 

On Memorial Day, 
officials will unveil the 
newest memorial that 
recognizes those who 
died while serving 
Kentucky. This one 
will honor the 233 
people, dating back to 
the early 1900s, who 
were members of the 
National Guard. 

It is worth noting 
that some of their 
names will later be 
included on a separate 


memorial the General 
Assembly has autho¬ 
rized to recognize 
those who died while 
serving in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. That 
figure stands at more 
than 100. 

All Memorial Days 
are special, but this 
year’s is noteworthy 
because it takes place 
in the midst of several 
major anniversaries. 
Last month, for exam¬ 
ple, marked 150 years 
since the end of the 
Civil War, while this 
summer is the 70th 
anniversary of the 
end of fighting in the 
European and Pacific 
theaters of World War 
II. 

As we pay tribute 
to those who gave 
so much to many, I 
hope you can take part 
in one of this week¬ 
end’s Memorial Day 
events. If that is not 


possible, I encourage 
you to take a moment 
to recall the sacrifices 
given on our behalf. 

It is crucial that we 
never let time and 
indifference cause the 
memory of our fallen 
soldiers to fade. 

If you are a veteran 
or are still serving, I 
want to say how much 
I appreciate your will¬ 
ingness to carry this 
mission forward. Our 
world now is differ¬ 
ent in so many ways 
from the eras of the 
Revolutionary and 
Civil wars, but the 
commitment of our 
men and women in 
uniform - who truly 
understand what duty, 
honor and coun¬ 
try mean - remains 
unchanged. 

We are forever in 
their debt, and we 
must never forget.

KSP Post 5 remembers fallen Henry County trooper 


On Thursday, May 15, 
KSP Post 5 conducted 
a memorial service for 
fallen Trooper Delano G. 
Powell at his burial site 
at Sulphur Cemetery in 
Henry County, according 
to a news release. 

Present at the service 
were troopers, detec¬ 
tives and civilian person¬ 
nel from Post 5, Pastor 
Michael Duncan who 


officiated the service, 
and friends and family 
of fallen Trooper Powell 
including his widow 
Barbara Teague and his 
son Stewart Powell. 

Trooper Delano G. 
Powell, age 28, was 
fatally shot July 8, 1965, 
while serving a warrant 
in Breathitt County. 

Trooper Powell had 
accompanied a sheriff’s 


deputy to the residence 
of the suspect, who 
opened fire with a shot¬ 
gun from the cover of his 
darkened porch. 

The deputy pulled 
Trooper Powell to cover, 
but he died en-route to 
the hospital. The suspect 
was later apprehended 
and convicted. 

Trooper Powell was 
assigned to Post 13 


Hazard and had served 
with the Kentucky State 
Police for a year and a 
half. He was survived by 
his wife and his three- 
year-old son. 

In honor of his service 
and sacrifice, US 42 in 
Henry County has been 
designated the “Trooper 
Delano G. Powell 
Memorial Highway.”

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trolled buys resulting 
in approximately 60 
doses of methadone in a 
30-day period. 

A search warrant of 
McFarland’s Pendleton 
home produced several 
firearms, one of which 
was missing the serial 
number, $3,000 in cash, 
40 Suboxone tablets, 65 
prescription methadone 
tablets, 11 Suboxone 
patches in an unmarked 
pill bottle, drug para¬ 
phernalia and nine 
Lowe’s credit cards with 
pin numbers. 

Ahead of a September 
jury trial, McFarland’s 
attorney and 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Courtney Baxter reached 
a plea agreement, which 
included a recommended 
sentence of five years 
of conditional proba¬ 
tion and the comple¬ 
tion of payment on a 
$10,000 bond, of which 
McFarland still owes a 
portion. 

It’s that portion that’s 
under debate. 

The bond he posted, 
which will contribute to 
the total amount, was 
$5,000. That point is 
agreed upon. 

However, the money 
confiscated from 
McFarland’s safe, which 
was originally thought to 
be $2,747 included some 
“buy” money that the 
prosecution is holding 
McFarland accountable 
for. McFarland’s attor¬ 
ney, Ken McCardwell, 
wants to make sure the 
Commonwealth isn’t 
overcharging his client. 

“As long as they’re 
not double dipping and 
asking him for another 


$2,747,” McCardwell 
told Henry County 
Circuit Court Judge 
Karen Conrad. “And 
we did not agree to pay 
informant fees of $600. 
So there’s a difference of 
$600.” 

Assistant 

Commonwealth Attorney 
Josh Clubb was reluc¬ 
tant to speak on behalf 
of Baxter, who had 
brokered the plea agree¬ 
ment, but was not 
available for court last 
Thursday. 

McFarland was pre¬ 
pared to pay at least 
$2,000 and even pulled 
the money out of his 
wallet as he stood before 
the judge, but Clubb 
advised that he would be 
more comfortable set¬ 
tling on the full amount 
owed after Baxter could 
be consulted before 
McFarland made any 
payment. 

At his next court 
date on June 11, the 
attorneys will resolve 
the following matters: 
the exact remainder of 
the $10,000 fee to be 
paid, whether or not 
McFarland will pay $600 
in informant fees, if the 
state will release Lowe’s 
credit cards, a computer 
and a safe deposit key to 
McFarland, and lastly if 
McFarland can have con¬ 
tact with a specific family 
member. 

Other case updates: 

• Charles Thomas 
Hagan - charged with 
four counts of sexual 
abuse, first degree 

Judge Karen Conrad 
issued a bond modifica¬ 
tion in this case that will 
allow Hagan to post a 
property bond using real 
estate he owns in another 
county. 


Although he also owns 
real estate in Henry 
County, his spouse 
would not agree to allow 
that property, of which 
they share ownership, to 
be used for his bond. 

If Hagan can post the 
$10,000 property bond, 
he will be released from 
jail, but under the fol¬ 
lowing conditions: he 
must not reside in Henry 
County and he must 
not be in contact with 
minors. 

His next scheduled 
court date is June 11 at 
9 a.m. 

•Brett Smith and 
Laura Pike - Pike 
charged with two count 
of incest, two counts of 
sodomy and one county 
of sexual abuse; Smith 
charged with one count 
of sodomy and three 
counts of sexual abuse 

Co-defendants Laura 
Susanne Pike and Brett 
Smith received a new 
trial date. Both were 
scheduled to appear for 
a jury trial on May 5 of 
this year. 

Pike and Smith, her 
boyfriend at the time, 
were both arrested in 
January of last year for 
incidents that alleg¬ 
edly happened while the 
couple lived in Eminence 
involving sexual acts with 
an 11-year-old girl and 
relative of Pike, accord¬ 
ing to the criminal com¬ 
plaint. 

The new trial date 
will be Feb. 23, 2016, 
beginning at 9 a.m.

At issue currently is

Conrad will review the 
files then disseminate any 
information as it could 
affect the case to both 
the defense and prosecu¬ 
tion. 

The defendants will 
be back in court for a 
pre-trial hearing on June

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Attorney General accuses Marathon of price gouging 


Kentucky officials 
filed a lawsuit in federal 
court against Marathon 
Petroleum, according 
to a news release from 
the Attorney General’s 
Office. 

The suit, filed May 12 
in U.S. District Court 
in the Western District 
of Kentucky, alleges that 
Marathon engages in 
anti-competitive prac¬ 
tices that lead to higher 
gas prices for consumers 
across Kentucky. 

“For almost two 
decades, Marathon 
has been allowed 
to run rampant in 
Kentucky,” Attorney 
General Conway said. 
“Marathon owns and 
operates the only refin¬ 


ery in Kentucky, and it 
maintains its wholesale 
monopoly by making 
retailers and other poten¬ 
tial suppliers enter into 
contracts that are out¬ 
right anti-competitive. 
This conduct harms 
everyone who buys gas 
in Kentucky.” 

State officials believe 
Marathon violated state 
and federal antitrust laws 
by abusing the monopoly 
created when Marathon 
and Ashland Oil merged 
in 1998. 

The suit alleges 
Marathon abused its 
monopoly, which led 
to higher gas prices for 
Kentucky consumers and 
businesses. 

The price disparity is 


most pronounced in the 
Louisville and Covington 
markets, where retailers 
are required to sell refor¬ 
mulated gas (RFG) dur¬ 
ing the summer months 
to reduce pollution emis¬ 
sions and improve air 
quality. 

Gas prices in Louisville 
are generally 20 to 30 
cents higher than the rest 
of the state. 

When Louisville is 
compared to St. Louis, 
an RFG market of similar 
size in the region, gas 
prices averaged roughly 
25 cents more per gal¬ 
lon in Louisville than St. 
Louis in the summer of 
2014, Attorney General’s 
Office officials said.. 

The Office of the 


Attorney General alleges 
that Marathon discour¬ 
ages competition by 
requiring independent 
retailers to sign unlaw¬ 
ful supply agreements 
that eliminate wholesale 
competition, by form¬ 
ing exchange agreements 
with horizontal competi¬ 
tors that keep other sup¬ 
pliers from entering the 
Kentucky market, and by 
writing deed restrictions 
into the sales agreements 
of some properties sold 
by Marathon. 

The Attorney 
General’s investiga¬ 
tion uncovered that 
some supply agreements 
Marathon enters into 
with retailers require 
retailers to purchase 100 


percent of their RFG 
from Marathon, with 
penalties if the retail¬ 
ers fail to do so, the 
news release said. The 
agreements also prohibit 
unbranded retailers from 
challenging Marathon’s 
pricing. 

Marathon executes 
exchange agreements 
with other major sup¬ 
pliers, which allows 
Marathon to supply 
branded stations with 
gasoline, the news release 
said. 

Through these agree¬ 
ments, Marathon has 
limited competition, state 
officials allege. 

The competitors have 
no incentive to upgrade 
their refineries and sup¬ 


ply infrastructure to 
produce and deliver RFG 
to Kentucky because 
Marathon is already sup¬ 
plying the stations with 
gasoline. 

Marathon further 
reduces competition by 
adding deed restrictions 
to some of the property 
parcels it sells, the news 
release said. 

The restrictions pro¬ 
hibit the purchaser of 
the property from selling 
gas or operating a con¬ 
venience store, according 
to state officials. 

Some of the restric¬ 
tions have an exception 
that will allow for devel¬ 
opment of a gas station 
- if the station sells only 
Marathon gas.

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whereas the FoodPort 
will consist of a variety 
of businesses brought 
together in one facility. 

Seed Capital Kentucky 
wants to develop a sus¬ 
tainable future for farm¬ 
ers, and it makes sense 
to match up the needs 
of the farmers with 
Kentucky’s largest food 
market, he said. Food 
presents an opportunity 
to unite the consumers’ 
desire to buy local food 
and support local busi¬ 
ness with the economic 
needs of farmers. 

Farmers normally 
have to take on too 
many business models to 
stay profitable, but the 
FoodPort tries to create 
a place where farmers can 
come and sell all their 
products at one stop. 

Louisville “punches 
above its weight” in 
being a foodie city, being 
number 7 in the top 10 
in the country, Reily 
noted. While Louisville 
already has community 
supported agriculture 
and farmers markets, 
a survey conducted in 
Jefferson County shows 
there’s still unmet 
demand for local foods, 
Reily said. The survey 
projects this unmet 
demand presents $350 
million per year oppor¬ 
tunity. 

A question that 
remains what can is the 
regional partners do to 
loosen up local food 
supply bottleneck? Reily 
said organizers believe 
the answer lies in the 
FoodPort project. 

At the same time, 
organizers want to revive 
the current 25-acre 
brownfield in a neighbor¬ 
hood that’s suffered from 
substantial disinvestments 
into a dynamic, living, 
breathing and vital space 
for a variety of agricul¬ 
tural and entrepreneurial 
pursuits. 

“Farmers today have to 
take on too many busi¬ 
ness models, in addition 
to the hard job of being 
a farmer, just to get some 
of their crops sold,” Reily 
said. 

Whether they sell 
directly to a restaurant or 
spend a whole day set¬ 
ting up at a farmers mar¬ 
ket, Reily said this takes 


them away from the 
work on their farms. 

“The goal of the food- 
port is to actually give a 
farmer a place where he 
or she can monetize per¬ 
haps all of their crop in 
one place.” 

Farmers could sell their 
crops to a wholesaler 
and their seconds to a 
processor, he said. “And 
if they bring stuff that 
gets bruised along the 
way, there’s a digester 
that can turn it into clean 
energy and compost on 
the site.” 

How will this project 
serve rural communities 
and farmers? 

“We want to help 
them grow more, sell 
more and spend more 
time doing the thing we 
think they want to do 
more, which is just farm¬ 
ing,” Reily said. “They 
don’t have to spend as 
much time being a dis¬ 
tributor, a packager, a 
processor, a banker and a 
trucker.” 

When the floor was 
opened for questions 
and comments, Mary 
Berry, director of The 
Berry Center, said she 
wants to invite farmers to 
look again at the idea for 
growing for local mar¬ 
kets. That’s at the heart 
of everything The Berry 
Center does. 

The Berry Center is 
already cooperating with 
the City of Louisville and 
the Kentucky Center for 
Agriculture and Rural 
Development in con¬ 
ducting a survey of farm¬ 
ers to gauge the interest 
in supplying products to 
local markets. 

“The supply side 
study came from a ques¬ 
tion my father asked,” 
Berry recalled. “He said 
that we’re not even ask¬ 
ing the right questions 
yet and one of the most 
important being what is 
it going to take for local 
farmers to be willing to 
raise for a local market?” 

Farmers who looked 
at these possibilities in 
the past got out pretty 
fast, she added. “I’m 
really interested in what 
the mechanism is, how 
can we invite farmers to 
the table again who have 
been really unwilling to 
come.” 

The FoodPort effort 
has its roots in an idea 
that Wendell Berry and 
Brown-Forman took to 
former Louisville mayor 


Jerry Abramson, say¬ 
ing the food purchasing 
power in the city could 
help the surrounding 
farming communities, 
Sarah Fritschner, direc¬ 
tor of Louisville Farm 
to Table, said. One idea 
that followed involved 
having a large wholesale 
market downtown, eas¬ 
ily accessed by trucks. 
Another idea was to 
have a marketing person 
that could bring farmers 
together with the poten¬ 
tial market. 

With farmers not 
showing interest in 
joining up with the 
FoodPort, the question 
remains, how will the 
partners bring the two 
together? Berry asked. 

There’s no easy way 
to do it, Reily acknowl¬ 
edged. 

“We aren’t trying to 
recreate the distribution 
system,” he said. “We’re 
trying to support the 
capacity of companies 
that are already buy¬ 
ing from farmers. So, 
we hope — and again 
none of this is easy — 
that these farmers have 
a trusting relationship 
with companies that 
are already buying from 
them.” 

FoodPort organizers 
know that farmers will 
have many questions, 
that the Cooperative 


Extension Service will 
play an important role 
and that participants will 
need access to capital, 
Reily said. These are the 
right questions, and he 
asked community lead¬ 
ers and other partners to 
help figure it all out. 

It’s hard to figure out 
all the answers while 
sitting around a table 
and talking, but Berry 
believes the answers will 
present themselves as 
the project advances, she 
said. “The problem is the 
farmers aren’t looking for 
the opportunity yet ... 


but we know historically 
what will happen — a 
few get in a few make 
money, everybody will go 
for it.” 

Many people surveyed 
see the value of buying 
local and growing the 
local economy, Reily said. 
“When we asked people 
why they wanted to 
buy local, they said they 
wanted to support local 
businesses.” 

Just meeting the cur¬ 
rent commercial demand 
for local food could 
generate an $800 mil¬ 
lion impact on the local 


economy, and Reily 
encouraged local officials 
to think about what an 
influx of dollars could do 
for their own communi¬ 
ties. The region could 
raise it’s own economic 
base just by keeping 
these dollars here. 

“The people of 
Kentucky are hungry 
to make those connec¬ 
tions,” he said. “I think 
part of it is an economic 
reason and part of it is a 
spiritual reason — they 
want to use their dollars 
to lift their own state and 
their neighbors up.”

Jobless rates down in all Kentucky counties in March 


Unemployment rates 
fell in all 120 Kentucky 
counties between 
March 2014 and 
March 2015, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky 
Office of Employment 
and Training, an 
agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

Woodford County 
recorded the low¬ 
est jobless rate in the 


Commonwealth at 3.5 
percent. It was followed 
by Oldham County, 3.9 
percent; Fayette County, 
4 percent; Scott County, 
4.1 percent; Shelby 
County, 4.2 percent; 
Boone and Owen coun¬ 
ties, 4.3 percent each; 
and Anderson, Campbell, 
Jessamine, Madison and 
Spencer counties, 4.4 
percent each. 

The number of Henry 


County workers who are 
unemployed stood at 
381 out of 7,713 in the 
labor force, according to 
statistics from the state. 
Henry County’s March 
unemployment rate of 
4.9 percent is much 
lower than the 7 percent 
rate from a year ago. 

Magoffin County 
recorded the state’s high¬ 
est unemployment rate - 
14.7 percent. It was fol¬ 


lowed by Russell County, 
11 percent; Harlan 
County, 10.7 percent; 
Elliott County, 10.5 
percent; Leslie County, 
10.2 percent; Letcher 
and Wolfe counties, 10.1 
percent each; Breathitt 
County, 10 percent; and 
Clay, Knott and Menifee 
counties, 9.9 percent 
each. 

Unemployment 
statistics are based on 


estimates and are com¬ 
piled to measure trends 
rather than actually to 
count people working. 
Civilian labor force statis¬ 
tics include non-military 
workers and unemployed 
Kentuckians who are 
actively seeking work. 
They do not include 
unemployed Kentuckians 
who have not looked 
for employment within 
the past four weeks. The 


statistics in this news 
release are not seasonally 
adjusted because of the 
small sample size for each 
county. The data should 
only be compared to the 
same month in previous 
years.

Kentucky's unemployment rate hits new lows, officials say 


Once again, 

Kentucky’s unemploy¬ 
ment rate is dropping. 
Kentucky’s season¬ 
ally adjusted preliminary 
March 2015 unemploy¬ 
ment rate dipped to 5.1 
percent, the lowest rate 
since June 2001 when it 
was 5 percent. 

Kentucky’s figure is 
below the national rate 
for the eighth month in 
a row, according to the 
Office of Employment 
and Training (OET), an 
agency of the Kentucky 
Education and Workforce 
Development Cabinet. 

The state rate fell from 
the revised February 
2015 rate of 5.3 percent 
and was 2.1 percentage 
points below the 7.2 per¬ 


cent recorded in March 
2014. 

The U.S. seasonally 
adjusted jobless rate of 
5.5 percent for March 
2015 was unchanged 
from the February 2015 
rate, according to the 
U.S. Department of 
Labor. 

“Kentucky’s unem¬ 
ployment rate continues 
to improve steadily,” 
said economist Manoj 
Shanker of the Office 
of Employment and 
Training. “The last time 
the levels dipped to the 
5.1 percent range was in 
June 2001. To put that 
in perspective, it’s about 
the time the first Shrek 
movie hit the box office, 
and cell phones didn’t 


have cameras.” 

Labor force statistics, 
including the unemploy¬ 
ment rate, are based 
on estimates from the 
Current Population 
Survey of households. It 
is designed to measure 
trends rather than to 
count the actual number 
of people working. It 
includes jobs in agricul¬ 
ture and those classified 
as self-employed. 

In March 2015, 
Kentucky’s civilian labor 
force was 1,993,171, 
an increase of 5,043 
individuals compared 
to the previous month. 
Employment was up by 
7,353, and the number 
of unemployed decreased 
by 2,310. 


In a separate federal 
survey of business estab¬ 
lishments that excludes 
jobs in agriculture and 
people who are self- 
employed, Kentucky’s 
seasonally adjusted 
nonfarm employment 
decreased by 6,300 jobs 
in March 2015 from 
the month before, but 
jumped by 35,900 posi¬ 
tions since March 2014. 

“The decline from a 
month ago in nonfarm 
employment is a result 
of winter storm Thor, 
which set an all-time 
two-day snowstorm 
record, which had stood 
since January 1943. 

Parts of Kentucky picked 
up over 20 inches of 
snow from Thor. This 


resulted in a disruption 
in employment in key 
sectors like construc¬ 
tion, retail trade and 
hospitality,” said Shanker. 
“Even though the data 
is seasonally adjusted, 
an impact of the scale of 
Thor can’t be accom¬ 
modated statistically. The 
employment situation is 
strong, though, as evi¬ 
denced by the almost 2 
percent increase in non¬ 
farm employment from 
March a year ago.” 

Nonfarm data is pro¬ 
vided by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics’ Current 
Employment Statistics 
program.

Safe canning practices will keep everyone healthy

Gardens are beginning 
to bear the fruits of our 
labor. 

Soon, it will be time 
to start thinking about 
preserving some of the 
excess produce for win¬ 
ter months. 

Safety is of utmost 
importance for those of 
us who will be preserv¬ 
ing food, because — 
let’s face it — no one 
wants to get sick from 
poorly processed food. 

Bacteria, molds and 
yeast can grow quickly 
on fresh foods, and fruits 
and vegetables contain 
oxygen and enzymes 
that can cause food to 
spoil. 

Safe home canning 
methods help prevent 
the growth of these bac¬ 
teria, yeast and molds 
in addition to removing 
excess oxygen from the 
food, which destroys 
spoilage enzymes and 
helps form strong vacu¬ 
um seals on the jars. 

You should remember 
several key points of 
proper food preserva¬ 


tion to keep yourself 
and your family healthy 
and safe from botulism, 
which can be a deadly 
form of food poisoning. 

Despite what you 
may find on the Web or 
social media, only two 
methods are acceptable 
for home canning safe, 
quality products. 

They are the boiling 
water canning method 
and the pressure canner 
method. 

The type of food you 
are preserving will dic¬ 
tate which method to 
use. 

Boiling water canners 
can be used on fruits 
and other products that 
have a high concentra¬ 
tion of acid, such as 
salsas or pickles with 
enough lemon juice or 


vinegar added. 

Acid helps prevent the 
growth of harmful bac¬ 
teria in canned food. 

Vegetables, poultry 
and meats do not con¬ 
tain enough acid to 
prevent the growth of 
bacteria. 

For these foods, a 
boiling water canner 
will not reach a high 
enough temperature to 
destroy the bacteria that 
can cause botulism, so 
you must use a pressure 
canner to ensure safe 
processing. 

Make sure to use up- 
to-date equipment that’s 
in proper working con¬ 
dition. 

It’s never a good idea 
to purchase a pressure 
canner at a yard sale as 
replacement parts and

Pressure canners 
made after 1997 were 
designed with more 
safety features and weigh 
less than older canners. 

Follow the manufac¬ 
turer’s instructions on 
canner care and mainte¬ 
nance. 

For dial gauge pres¬ 
sure canners, the accu¬ 
racy of the gauge should 
be tested each year. 

This can be done at 
your local Extension 
office. 

Remember to always 
use tested, research- 
based recipes to preserve 
foods.

Do not reuse old jars 
like those that previously 
contained peanut butter 
or mayonnaise. 

After processing, allow 
the jars to cool naturally. 
This helps form a good 
vacuum seal.
